Harmon headquarters are exulting 
over the governor's victory in his home 
tate and claiming that should he be 
the democratic nominee he would car- 
ry Ohio in the November elections. 

While the possibility of Roosevelt 
becoming the regular republican nomi- 
ree hag revived discussion of Bryan, 
democrats generally feel that it would 
be suicidal to name a candidate who 
has three defeats to his credit. Also 
the futility of expecting Bryan to carry 
any of the radical western states 
egainst Roosevelt is recognized. 

‘While Bryan cannot carry New York, 
it is felt that either Underwood or 
Harmon would be able to, and that 
either of the latter two would run well 
in Illinoig and Ohio.

ff Washington, May 22.—In one of the 
mest remarkable speeches of the pres- 
ent session of congress, Representa- 
tive Dies, of Texas, democrat, today 
assailed former President Roosevelt in 
bitter terms and referred in almost 
as bitter fashion to the leaders of his 
own party including Speaker Clark 
and Governor Wilson, to whom he al- 
luded as “Parson” Wilson. Mr. Dies 
foresaw the crumbling of the republic, 
the eventual rule of the mob and as- 
signed as the causes the growth of 
demagoguery and influx of ignorant 
immigrants from southern Burope. 

Tracing the history of Rome, Greece, 
Italy, France and coming down to the 
present day in Mexico, the Texan ex- 
pressed his fervent hope that “history 
would not repeat itself under ‘Teddy.’” 

Says Roosevelt Will Sweep Country. 

He prophesied that Colonel Roosevelt, 
day, would “sweep the country’ in 
the comiug presidential campaign. 

“You are a pessimist,” interrupted a 
voice on the republican side.

Opera House Is Secured for 
State Convention of May 29, 


Gathering Long Ago Outgrew 
House of Representatives. 
Hutchens, Paxon and Ander- 
son Arranged to Get Meet- 
ing Place to Hold Delegates. 


Georgia’s state democratic conven- 
tion to name delegates to the national 
democratic convention at Baltimore 
and presidential electors will meet at 
the Grand opera house next Wednes- 
day, May 29, at 12 o’clock noon. 

This announcement was made Wed- 
nesday b yHon. G. R. Hutchens, of 
Rome, who managed the Underwood 
campaign in Georgia. 

Mr. Hutchens came to Atlanta for 
the purpose of conferring with Chair- 
man James L. Anderson and Vice 
Chairman F. J. Paxon with regard to 
a meeting place for the convention. 

These three canvassed the situation, 
decided upon the Grand opera house, 
secured it and that is where the con- 
vention will be-held. 

It became apparent sometime ago 
that the convention could not be held 
at the state capitol. 

Many Delegates Named. 

There is scarcely. a county. in the 
state which has not named more dele- 
gates than it is entitled to votes 
the convention. ‘ , 

Two-vote counties have named any-. 
where from four to ten delegates: 
four-vote counties have sometimes 
named as many as fifteen or twenty: 
six-vote counties have named, in some 
instances, as high as fifty. 

It is going to be one of the big- 
gest gatherings of Georgia democrats 
héld in the history of the state as well 
as one of the most harmonious. 

There are 368 votes inthe state 
convention. There will be at least 
1,000 delegates here to cast « these 
votes, and probably a good many more.

Richmond, Va., May 22.-——(Special.)— 
Representative William G. Brantley, of 
Georgia, delivered a notable and elo- 
quent address here today at the un- 
velling of a tablet to the memory of 
Alexander H. Stephens, of Georgia, 
vice president of the confederacy. The 
Daughters of the Confederacy of Rich- 
mond and the trustees of the Univer- 
sity college of medicine united in plac- 
ing the tablet on the new college 
building erected on the site of Mr 
Stephens’ old home here. 

The wisdom of Stephens was applied 
by Representative Brantley to the na- 
tional problems of the day and he 
urged reverenee for the constitution 
and regard for the law. 

“A government of law established 
by a free people and builded on & 
written constitution,” he said, “cannot 
live unless the majority of the ‘people 
are Willing to honestly and patiently 
submit to the restraintg imposed by 
law upon them. Under such a govern? 
ment the minority is helpless, save as 
protected by law, and should the ma- 
jority proceed to exercise its power, 
unrestrained and uncontrolled by law, 
there is no law and no government, 
save the despotic and arbitrary will 
cf the majority. In the times of Mr. 
Stephens it was for the rights of the 
minority under the constitution that 
he first pleaded. It was for the main- 
tenance of our government of law that 
he argued and against a government 
by the unrestrained majority that he 
protested. His appeals and protests 
were unheeded and there came anar- 
chy, war, bloodshed and untold suffer- 
ing. .The history of this period ad- 
monitshes us in the midst of our prob- 
lems of today to be patient and for- 
bearing. to be wise and concillatory 
and to cling fast to our only bulwark 
and refuge, the constitution of the 
land, 

“In vour day there has developed a 
school of false teachers of government. 
They have been exceedingly active and 
their converts may be far greater than 
scme of us would like to believe. TheSe 
teachers would get away from the con- 
stitution as it now reads, and would 
give to the majority the unrestrained 
power of the majority. They would 
rule by the initiative, referendum and 
recall.

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Deception and misuse of trust are 
charged against Russell Hopkins, the 
New York millfonaire, formerly of At- 
Janta. in an affidavit filed yesterday 
in the New York supreme court by his 
mother-in-law, Mrs. Josephine Law- 
rence, who asserts that he took ad- 
vantage of her love for her grand- 
Gaughter, who is Mr. Hopkins’ wife, to 
vbtain large sums of money. 

She asks that he be eompelled at 
once to cancel promissory notes to the 
amount of $125,000, which contain her 
signature in his-favor. She further 
charges that he instituted suit, shortly 
after her husband’s death, upon ficti- 
tious allegation of debt, to obtain 
$150,000 from her, and forced her into 
a private settlement by threats of 
publicity, embarrassment and scandal 
if she refused.

Condition of Panie., 

Throughout Oriente a condition of 
panic prevails. The white planters and 
storeKeepers and their families are 
taking refuge in the cities. Governor 
Manduley, of Oriente province, tele- 
graphs that there is apprehension re- 
garding the safety of the women 
school teashers scattered throughout 
the province, and recommends that 
they take refuge in the nearest towns. 

President Gomez has issued an order 
to requisition immediately 3,000 
horses for army use. He also has pro- 
mulgated a patriotic proclamation in- 
forming the people of the peril threat- 
ening the nation, announcing the gov- 
ernment’s determination to crush the 
insurrection as speedily as possible 
and appealing to all Cubans to stand 
loyally by the government. 

Hundreds of responses have been 
received from all parts of the island 
denouncing the revolution and pledg- 
ing fullest support to the government.

DEBATED IN SENATE 


Washington, May —An agreement 
for a vote on the metal tariff bill next 
Monday was narrowly missed in the 
senate todpy as the result of objec- 
tions by Senator Heyburn, of Idaho, 
following a. lively tariff discussion. 
Senator Smoot, of Utah, concluded a 
four days’ speech, in which he in- 
veighed against the house bil] because 
it threatened the closing of factories 
and forcing workingmen into idleness. 
Senator Borah, of Idaho, flung the 
charge of insincerity against republic- 
ans and democrats alike as to tariff 
revision. He said senators generally 
were counting On a veto and that the 
tariff was taken up to play politics, 
while anti-trust legislation, which 
would give the greatest relief to the 
people, lay dormant. Senator Siin- 
mons, of North Carolina, in. charge of 
the tariff bills for the democrats, and 
Senator Bacdm, of Georgia, denied in- 
sincerity. 

Senator Smoot said democrats had 
tolg him tee the house steel] bill rates 
were unsatisfactory and expressed in- 
difference as to any revision. Senator 
Bacon demanded the identity of such 
democrats, but Senator Smoot refused 
to divulge their names, Senator Bacon 
announced that the democrats, failing 
to carry their own steel bill, wouid 
vote for any republican measure less 
repugnant than the present tariff law.

Tools Denounced by Rail- 
way Mail Clerks. 


New Orleans, La., May 22.—Insur- 
gents came to the front in today’s 
lively session’ of the annual conven- 
tion of the National Railway Mail As- 
sociation, being held here, when an at- 
tack was made upon the administra- 
tion of President Schardt. The ob- 
ject of the insurgents was to secure 
the privilege of the floor for Urban 
A. Walker, of Denver, editor of The 
Harpoon, a publication said to have 
been fighting the so-called ‘‘gag rule” 
and the postoffice department. The in- 
surgents lost on the vote, but subse- 
quently held a caucus agreeing not to 
let the matter drop. 

The principal contention of the in- 
Ssurgents Is that the Schardt adminis- 
tration is ‘subservient to the will and 
dictates of the postmaster. general, 
that it has supinely. allowed the de- 
partment to interpret laws designed 
to aid the railway mail clerks obtained 
after three years fighting, in a man- 
ner to render them ineffective and 
causing them to lose _ protective 
features.” The insurgents also con- 
tend that the government does not get 
from. the railroads what it pays for. 
The report for the year of Secretary 
Wood, read today, shows the organiza- 
tion had lost 598 members with a con- 
sequent decrease in income of about 
$7,000.

TO METHODISTS 


He Says He Has Quit Being a 


Candidate, But Not 
Politics. 


Minn., May 22.—Dr. 
Naphthali Luccock, pastor of the Hyde 
Park church, Kansas City, Mo., is the 
fourth bishop of the eight to be elect- 
ed. at the present session of the gen- 
eral conference of the Methodist Epis- 
copal church’ here.

William Jennings Bryan, in a speech 
before the conference, reiterated his 
recent statement that he is a candidate 
for no office, and did not’ expect to be, 

“I hope that no unfriéndly newspa- 
per,” he said, “will say that | am a can- 
didate for bishop.” 

He urged all church members to get 
into politic& for the benefit of public 
morality and good government,
